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DETAILED ACTION 

Remarks 

1 . In response to communications files on 16-September-2008. Claims 24, 28-29, 
31-32, 

and 42-44 1 are amended per applicant's request. Therefore, claims 24-44 are 
presently pending in the application. 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth 

in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

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Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 24-44 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

the prior arts of records, neither anticipates nor renders obvious the following limitations 
as claimed: 

As to claim 24, the prior art of records fail to anticipate or suggest a distributor 
unit in the device that distributes a plurality of packets in a data flow between a source 
and the device and a set of security association information for each of the plurality of 
packets according to a distribution scheme, wherein the distributor unit is configured to 
store per-flow IPSec information for each of the plurality of packets and o update a 
portion of the per-flow IPSec information for each packet in the plurality of packets; and 

a plurality of security processing engines in the device, coupled to the distributor 
unit, configurable to perform authentication, encryption, or decryption functions; 

wherein each of the plurality of security processing engines receives a packet 
and at least a portion of the set of security association information associated with the 
packet, and 

wherein the plurality of security processing engines process the plurality of 
packets in parallel, together with the other limitations of the dependent claims.
